Saginaw's own Temple Theatre is a true gem in the arts and 
culture community of Michigan's Great Lakes Bay Region. From its 
early beginnings in 1927 as a vaudeville and silent film house, the 
Temple Theatre has grown into a versatile entertainment venue, 
while preserving the opulence and historical details that make it 
truly one-of-a-kind.
